AIN in the right side, under the edge 
of the ribs, increases oa pressure; 


sometimes the pain is in the left side; the 
patient is rarely able to lie on the left 
side; sometimes the pain is felt under 
the shoulder-blade, and it frequently ex- 
tends to the top of tlie shoulder, and is 
sometimes mistaken for a rheumatism in 
the arm. The stomach is affected ^yith 
loss qf appetiteand sickness; the bowels 
in general are costiVe,sometimes alterna- 
tive with lax; the head is troubled with 
pain, accompanied with a dull, heavy 
sensation in the back part. There is 
gerftrally aconsiderable loss of memory,'' 
accompanied with a painful sensation of 
having-left undone something which 
ought to have been done. A slight, dry, 
cough is sometimes an attendant. The 
patient complains of weaiiness and de- 
bility; he is easily startled, his feet arc 
cold or burning, and he complains of a 
prickly sensation of the skin; his spiiits, 
are low; and although he is satisfied th.it 
exercise would be beneficial to him, yet 
he can scarcely summon up fortitude 
enough to try it.

>owcr of example was dwelt upon in a 
most eloquent manner, and' tho iuipor 
ancc of giving to tho world a high ex- 
ample was solemnly enforced.
